* Essays will become the property of the Community College Baccalaureate Association. The essays may be 
printed in educational publications and used in the future to promote the CCBA mission.

Contestant must choose to write about one of the following three topics: 


¢ “Why it's important for me to earn my Baccalaureate degree while | live at home.” 
* “Should my state offer 4-year degrees in our community colleges?” 
* “Why | need easier access to a Baccalaureate degree.”
